With no relief in sight the fears for 
the crops that have been expressed 
dally are fhst becoming realities and 
tha searcity of water and generally 
dry conditions make the element of 
fire m( St serious In Kansas City the 
government thermometer reached 102, 
and at Marysvllle, Kas., 104 was re- 
corded. 

In the Northwest. 

St. Paul, July 15. — The hot , wave 
continues throughout Minnesota and 
the Dakotas, Huron reporting 102 and 

Sioux Falls 100. At the latter place 
a child went to sleep in the sun and 
died from the heat. New Ulm, Minn., 
reports a temperature of 104, with a 
number of prostrations. The goven). 
ment thermometer here went up to 98. 
There was a hot breeze from the 
south most of the day, which greatly 
added to the discomfort. Profespr.r 
W. M. Hayes, of the state agricultural 
experimenUl farm, reports that he hot 
weather Is doing a great deal of datp* 
age to wheat in southern Minnesota, 
and that chintz bups are very numer- 
ous, and are contributing to the de- 
struction. He believes that but a 
small crop will be harvested la this 
section. 

Hope Yet For Nebraska. 
Lincoln, Neb., July 15. — Nebraska 
again suffered from the heat, the high- 
est temperature reported by the 

weather bureau being 102 degrees at 
4:110 p. m. Thermometers in the bus- 
iness district recorded lof*. Reports 
show that no rain has fallen in the 
state during the past 24 hours. Rain- 
fall within two days will yet save the 
com crop. The spring wheat and oats 
crops will be a failure. 

Fire In a Hotel. . 

Butte, Mont., July 15. — A still alarm 

was turned in from the Tlutt<' hotel, a 
four-story strticture on IJroadway 
When the tiiini'Mi reached the scen< 
the building was enveloped in smoke 
which appeared to pour from every 
open window.

Pittsburg, July 15.— Indications are 
that President Shaffer's strike order 

to the Amalgamated association mem- 
bers in the employ of the American 
Steel Hoop company, the American 
Sheet Steel company and the Ameri- 
can Tin Plate company will be gen- 
erally obeyed. The great struggle be- 
tween the Amalgamated association 
and steel companies Is on in eainest. 

" The strike was not of our seeking," 
said President Shaffer. "It was forced 
upon us. We were not contending for 
wages, but for principle — tor self-pres- 
ervation. The tin and sheet people 
will 'not be able to turn a wheel. We 
have cuir forces thoi (.u>;lily organized 
and there will be some surprises in 
store. I have not heard from a single 
lodge In answer to my strike order, 
but an answer Is not necessary. The 
order will be obeyed by all fuir men, 
but there will be no trouble. Labor 
organizations have < t.anged. The 
Amalgamated association is not the 
association it waa 20 years ago, aot 
evea five years ago. The men are 
more readily controlled; In fact, we 
have our men under control." 

Developments indicate that Pitts- 
burp is going to be a pretty lively 
strike center. The most interest at- 
taches to the Painter mill oa the 
South Side and to that of Lindsay and 
McCutcheon in Allegheny. Both mil's 
are controllt d by the American Shei t 
Hooi) company and have hitherto he' n 
aK^'resi-iv( ly non-union and much d< 
pended upon the action taken by the 
men la these plants. The employes of 
both mills held open meeting's and 
both decided to Ftrlke. Tli;' Palntt r 
mill employes abor.t 4(Mj men. and t'.ie 
Lindsay & McCutcheon mill HUO. 

The fight at the Painter mill Is to 
be made the crucial test of the strike 
Both sides will make stubborn resist- 
ance. The mill is net only important, 
but the Sle» I Hoop company has for 
years sucietdid in thwarting the ef- 
forts made to unionize it. 

President Shaffer waa asked If he 
had set a time when, ao settlement 
having been affected, he would extend 
the strike to all the subsidiary steel 
companies of the United States Steel 
corporation. He said he must decline 
to make bis plans known at present. 
It may be said, however, on the 
strength of reliable information, that 
the strike within Its present limits, 
is intendfd as a show of str.'UKtb 

Sheuld this fail to bring abo\it an- 
oth' r (onference the Strike may be ex- 
tended to three more companies, and 
if the trust still refuses to yield, an 
effort may be made to tie up all the 
independent companies which dispose 
of th' ir produc ts to the coiicerns >iii- 
der the ban of the strike. It is said 
a secret alliance exists b'^tween the 
Amalgamated and the American Fed- 
eration of Abor aad that as a last 
resort the latter may participate in 
the struggle.

Jackson, Mies., July ir. — Frc m all 
over the state come reports tliaf (oia 
CO. ton and olht r farm crops have In i : 
seriously damaged because of the long 
continued drought. Very little rain 
has fallen since April aad none at 
all except In a few favored spots since 
June 1. Mississippi made little eorn 
last year because of continuous rains 
during June and July, and to fall two 
years in succession is a serious mat- 
ter tn thousands of farmers. The 
weather haa baea astramaly hot tor 
a week. 

CIdnt Strike. Just Quit. 
Eagle Pass, Tex., July in.— The en 
gineers and firemen on the Interna- 
tional railroad have resigned and bus 
inees on that road is suspended. The 
trainmen requested aa advance In 
wages aad It was refused, which U 
the cause of their action. There Is 
no coacerted strike but all the men 
are out The road is a Southern Pa 
clfic property, but the men are paid in 
Mexican money, and this has greatly 
depredated la value, cutting dowa 
their wages. 

Faraehute Failed to Open, 
■prlagfleid. O., July IB. — Paul 
Hague, known as Professor Zeno, an 
aeronaut, was fatally injured at Is- 
land park, falling 200 feet. The par- 
achute failed to open and he fell into 
a corn field. Hague was married last 
Thursday to Mabel Brandon, also an 
aeronaut, who was seriously injured 
by falling from a balloon at the fair 
grounds in this city June 22.

Ai(5«embly will be called to this abuse of 
(be revenue laws of the State in the 
Auditor's biennial report and Oovemor 
B. ckhaiu in his mefBrfge to the Legisla- 
ture a ill probably recommend amend- 
menu to the ezietinff laws on the anb- 

jt'ct. 

The Auditor's tabulation shows that 
for the year 1900 only 12 ti-IO per cent, of 
the amount Of cash on deposit in banks 
was listed for asaeeament, and that only 
sli»{htly over 1.1 per cent, of the amount 
on depoeit on September 15 laat waa 
assessed for State and county purposes. 

A comparison showing the ditFerence 
between the amount of daily deposits of 
cash and tha amount assessed aa in 
banks for 1900 shows that there was an 
average daily deposit in the various 
banks of the Commonwealth of 160383,- 
ITli, of which only *s,773,30(! was assessed 
for taxation, leaving $«>0,S93,'J32 that was 
not aassssed and on which no taxes for 
county or State was paid. For the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1901, the average 
daily deposits held by the various banks 
amounted in the aggregate to iti9,962,624, 
of which only $9,316,200 was assessed for 
taxation on the 15th of September, 1900, 
leaving a balance of f00,903,936 not as- 

Both tables together show that on the 
loth of September, 1899, and 15th of Sep- 
tember, 1900, there waa $131,807,168 in 
cash on deposit in banks that was not 
assessed for taxation, and on which 
State and oootttj taxaa havt not baan 
collected. 

The flgurea for 1900 show that the 
bank deposits in Mason County were 
$1,222,000. of which only $69,561 waa 
listed for taxation. For year 1901, the 
deposits are placed at $1,431,000, of which 
only 123,225 was listed with the Assessor. 

The Waahington Life Inaaranoe Com- > 
pany baa paid to Mrs. Eleanor Herd,
